We are therefore anxious that his name should still 
appear in the Suspect Book, 


In the meantime we are not satisfied as to his real 
identity, and should be most grateful if the Czecho- 
Slovakian Consul in London could be induced to assist by 
(a) checking the photograph of Otto KATZ with that of the 
individual who applied for a passport in Zurich, ani (bd) 
ascertaining the circumstances under which the application 
was made, ieee what proof did KATZ give of his identity, 
did he hand in an old passport or did he present a birth 
certificate, ete. There would be no harm in communicating 
the above particulars to the Cazecho-Slovakian Consul in 
London and informing him further that the holder of the 
passport in the name of Otto KATZ is known in Communist 
circles as "Rudolf KATZ" and also sometimes as "Joseph".

The description 
given by M/2 differs in the estimated height, which M/2 gives as 
5'10"; differs in the colour of the eyes which are given by ui/2 
ag dark; and finally, strange to say, M/2 makes no mention of 
the duelling scar. However, there would seam to be no doubt what- 
ever about the identity of the man, and it seems certain that 
M/12 and M/2 both saw the same individual.
